Doing things is much easier than 
undoing them, 

This is something that every 
town official must realize in the 
coming few years, when it is going 
to be very important that no ap- 
pointments will be made that may 
become excess baggage. We’ve seen 
it many times in the past, appoint- 
ments made by the selectmen, the 
school board, the Board of Public 
Works, and every other town de- 
partment that they wish later they 
hadn’t made for reasons of ineffi- 
ciency or of lack of necessity. 

It is easy to appoint; it is hard 
to fire. The school committee finds 
this especially true with teachers, 
because once they have served 
three years and go on tenure, it is 
almost impossible, legally, to dis- 
miss them. Although there are no 
legal obstacles to retiring most 
other town employees, it is usually 
just as difficult as in the case of 
school teachers. Everybody knows 
of employees in the town service 
now, who wouldn’t be allowed to 
continue in private service, em- 
ployees whose work is poorly done, 
or not done at all. Sometimes, too, 
persons have been employed to fill 
temporary positions, and when the 
need for those positions has ceased 
to exist, as in the case of the W. P. 
A. for instance, town officials hate 
to let these temporary appointees 
out. 

Hither of two things has to be 
done. Town officials have to become 
hard-boiled, and serve the best in- 
terests of the town by firing as read- 
ily as they hire. Or, if that is too 
much, they should at least be very 
wary about filling positions in the 
appointments when renewals are 
up for consideration. If the first 
appointment is going to be a long- 
lived one, it must be good.
